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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on May 19, 2009. 

Accordingly, claims 1,5, 11 and 31 were amended. Claims 10 and 20-30 were 
previously canceled. 

Currently, claims 1-9, 11-19 and 31 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6 and 7 of the amendment filed May 19, 2009, with 
respect to the previous rejection of claims 1-9 and 11-15 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection thereof has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

In the Specification : 

Please change the Title as follows: METHOD OF FORMING AN ALN COATED 
HETEROJUNCTION FIELD EFFECT TRANSISTOR. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 11-19 and 31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fairly shows or suggests all the limitations as claimed. 

Re claim 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: applying an AIN passivation layer 
directly on the top surface of the heterojunction channel field effect transistor at a temperature 
less than approximately 300 degrees Celsius to reduce uncontrolled changing of charge states in 
the transistor. 

Re claim 5, none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: applying an AIN passivation layer 
directly and conformally on the top surface of the heterojunction channel field effect transistor 
using molecular beam epitaxy at a temperature less than approximately 300 degrees Celsius. 

Re claim 1 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: applying beams of remote plasma RF 
nitrogen alternately with the beams of AI to produce the layer of AIN of desired thickness 
directly on the device at a temperature less than approximately 300 degrees Celsius. 

Re claim 17, none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: using molecular beam epitaxy at a 
temperature less than approximately 300 degrees Celsius; repeating the apphcation of the beams 
and waiting periods to produce the layer of AIN of desired thickness. 
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Re claim 3 1 , none of the prior art of record discloses the following limitations in 
combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim: alternating beams of AI and RF nitrogen 
at less than approximately 300 degrees Celsius, wherein the beams are alternately applied for 
approximately two seconds until the desired thickness is obtained.
